nieneer American newspapers and taught Fili- 
ping boys and girls at night school to spell 
“eat and recite “Mary's Littl Lamb” in 
English without calling Mary “Maria” uni 
her lamb a “Lanp." 

Purticulariy, I wanted to see what effect 
4? years of American rule have had on the Fili- 
minus, Who by law are son to role themselves, 

To show you what Manila wer, and what 
it’s like now, T must “cut hack” a bit, a film 
plays do, to let all the actors in at their right 
places, 

Dewey hud just sunk the Spanish feet in 
Minila Bay. That was May, 1898, 

Excited Americans from Beacon Hill to 
Puget Sountl started a mass raid on the old 
family atlas, Where were the Mhilippines? 
What kind of place wus Manila, anyway? 

Volunteer regiments sailed to find out, [In 
President McKinley's makeshift troopships 
they swarmed across the Pacific, to Unele 
Sams long, strange adventure in these 7,083 
tropical islands that sprawl off the southenst 
coast of (hime. 

On crowded transports sweating offpeers 
gnunted over maps and Spanish verbs: son 
ccldiers, as soldiers will, matched wits with 
Lady Luck; Boston lost tts shirt to Billings 
or Litth Rock, andoall jotmed in abusing the 
‘embalmed heel” of that day, gtandpa of the 
enced wilhe” of a bigger wor. All hathis, as 
they neared Manila,:-sung “There ll Be a Pot 
Time is the Old Town Tonight.” 

Once ashore, they found Manila, the capital, 
a picturesque, lazy Spanish-Mualay cily set-on 


To just come back to Manila, 


a vast bay indenting Luzon Island, nerthern- 
rest important island of the group (map, 
page 415). 

Last week, when | landed at Manila again, 
the first familiar sight was a fat water buffalo, 
or tataban, hitebed to a cart. 

Symbol of Filiping life, this Manila lull 
persists, despite trucks and taxis (Color Plate 
XVI}. He belongs: here, os our mule belongs 
dewn south. From this. big, mud-splashing 
bovine, Washington's famed Military Order of 
ihe Carahan got its name, Like the animal 
they exalt, this order's members also enjoy 
regilar “willows: All ore veterans of Philip- 
PInt CAMpns. They shoved their mules off 
transports into Manila Bay and let them swim 
ashore, Thee put down the insurrection andl 
helped-start civil government.

In this new Manila, where T write, T find 
few of this old guard. They belang to “the 
days of the empire.” But when vou pause at 
same once-Limiliar place, say Mulacotian Pal- 
ace, where William Howarnl Faft gave lively 
parties when be was governor, memory begins 
to conjure up numes and faces like those of 
oncefamous actors seen in the revival of an 
old-style silent movie. “Fighting Bob” Evans, 
Fimston, Leonard Wood, *Hell-rogring” Jake 
Smith-—they Te all now im thal silent movie 
we cal] “history,” Today's: big Manila play 
is a talkie, in colors, with Filipinos and not 
Amoercins as actors.

Filipinos do not as yet read many books, 
sav the college professors. but they do prefer 
newspapers printed in English; of some 270

We found 6,000,000 Filipines here in 1H98, 
Today, with better public health and less in- 
fant mortulity, there may be 16,000,000, 

In 1946, by the Tydings-Mc Duffie Act, they 
ure to sel up their own republic. 

Among the citizens and voters of this new

Well, they didn't! (Civilization did not be- 
gin hee only with the Spaniards—nor even 
with the 509 American schoolteachers who 
came on the army transport Themay in, 1901 
—hut long centurie: hefore. 

The truth is, many people here could read 
ant write centuries before Magellan, They 
used a “fish worm” writing, with charecters 
similar tm these employed in India, during 
king Asoka's time, long before Christ,

Fsamples of this ancient writiig can be 
seen oof the University of the Philippines, 
‘There T saw rolls of palm leaves covered with 
characters written with cuttlefish ink or some 
similur nenfiding Mum. Mest of these scroll: 
are rituals, folklore, and genealogies. But 
there exists, too, a deed to Jand, etched on 
a joint of bamboo: alse a love letter fron a 
bow to his girl, and her answer saying 
“ Nol” scratched just below his fiery message. 

“This old language iz faifly rich,” said Dr. 
H. Otley Beyer, whe heads the Department pf 
Anthropology ot the University of the Philip- 
pines, “We have found 2,000 words of Fili- 
pine or Malayan origin in the Century Dic- 
Honary: many are place hates, Of cocree, bot 
others are well known in English, *Tafiy,’ for 
example, is a Tagalog word, and ‘humbug’ 
comes from “hamlae, which meats in Ta- 
tilog exactly what it does in English," 


Into this native writing the Jesuits trans- 
lite the Apostles’ Creal and dther sacred 
texts; you can see some in the Library of 
Congress at Washington, D.C. 

Not oly were many people literate before 


the adventof the Spaniards and Americans, 


but they enjoyed a culture comparable to that 
of civilized Siam. (now Thailand), India, and 
other eastern lands. Witnesses to this are 
historians who wrote sm after Magellan 
“disedverad” the islands, 

Mining, gold washing, weaving, poultry rai 


ing. distilling, pearl fishing, and weapon making 


were all phases Of theit inciustria] life. | saw 
in the university museum ancient samples of 
their woldsmith work: also some pre-Spanish 
utéen glass bracelets of patterns anil stylo 


amazingly like the ten-cent plastic imitations 
worn now by Manila girls, 


Old beads from the Antioch of Greek and 
Rotnan times, coins minted by Alexander the 
Great in Turkestan, brass vessele and jarle 
pleces bartered here, ty Chinese in the long. 
long age, ind ample evidence of Arab traders 
having been here centuries befure America was 
discovered, prove the antiquity of Filipino 
DVCrShas connections, 

All this proves, too, that when Uncle Sam 
bezun giving these Filipinos their 42-veqr les 
son in. democracy, he had some good muterial 
to work with. 


Women Freed, Compete with Men 


As in Turkey, so here women have changed 
their whole way of life. About the Luneta at 
simaxt you still see the littl convent girls 


with their jet braids, white waists, and blue 
skirts stroll two abreast, guarded by black- 


robed sisters, Bul they «oem the last link 
with an ancient order, For better or worse, 
Filipinas, taking their cues from mivies, tour. 
ist Wornen, and fashion magazines. try to dress 
and act like their modern American sisters; 

In one election nearly 500,000 women voted ; 
hundreds hold public Offiee: Lhinursands - com- 
pete with men in all manner of vocations ond 
office work. One worn heads a busy air line: 
anuther, with whom 7 talked, helps her hus- 
band produce motion-picture plays. 

“Our women take to education like ducks 
fo water, to quote Presifent Gonzales penin. 
“Each wear more women than men continue 
inte higher echication, so mich ao that there 
is already a tendency to discrimimuate airsinst 
them in certain proiessions, 

“There are some professions tn the Philip- 
pines Which used to he monopolized by males, 
aut which have now become almost exclusively 
fumale callings.

When American soldiers (marched into 
Manila, its only water supply was an. anti- 
quate, polluted system, In grim fom we 
used te say; “Boil all Manila water 24 hours, 
then threw itvaway and drink beer,” Now 
ill Manila habitually drinks water from any- 
body's faucet in perfect safety. 

Food, too, was not-so good in early days, 
and most of us got dysentery, Every old- 
titres remembers the monotonous Malay diet 
of fish, rice, and bananas: ani the soldier songs 
about this “gueu chow.” Now the modern 
Manila family still ewts rice instead of bread, 
but, since they earn higher wages than ever 
before, they alsa eat imported American 
corned) beef, Vienna sausace, much deviled and 
potter meat, canned pork and beans, and even 
canned fish,

When T first landed bere our Army trans- 
port dropped ber mud hock far out tn Monila 
Bay, A gale was blowing. On the way ashore 
nan Army launch, my bacegeazinge washed “ver 
boar. Sailors hooked it up again, but my 
shotgun and typewriter were souked in seq 
water, a set of Dickens was wet pulp, sant 
Dean Swift's tales were saltier than ever, Now 
Hl that’s changed. You walk off your ship and

is in the Fast. 

Old Manila has seen her sea trade bore 
in many a craft, fron China junks to China 
Clippers. Today Pan American seaplanes 
crass the Pacific to Manila in six. davs, ax 
ofainst 200 In the Spanish palleons! 

In his barge | rode about Manila Bay with 
Rear Admiral John M. Smeallie, Commandant 
of the Lath U.S. Naval District, Cavite. He 
lives in an ancient stone fort in the very same 
quarters where Spanish admirals lived genera- 
Line azo. 

“Tm geing to write a history ef Cavite,” 
he sald. “This has been a naval base of senie 
kind since time immemorial, Alora pirates, 
the Chines, Dutch, andl British fleets of wor 
ol fought around here ong before Dewey 
came. Also, some of the early galleons for 
trade with Mexico were built right here in 
the old Cavite shipyards.” 

In all Manila's romantic annals no chapter 
i mwire snaked in tales of piracy, desperate 
fights at-sea, and sheer blie-water adventure 
than is the story of these Manila gallecins. 
Padres at Sanio Tomas museum show vou o 
rusty strongoox in which some old galleon once 
Carned ji treasure, 

One such ship, owned by the Spanish Gov- 
ernment, left Manila every year for Acapulen 
on the Mexican west coast. After more than 
200 days at sea, the first lond sighted would 
be the coast of California. They carried spices, 
ivory. wmber, peviomes, Chinese porcelain, silk 
and other Gtbrics. 

Returning, the gallegns brought Mexican 
recruits for Manila garrisons, Spanish officers 
aenic| their farnilies, mail from Europe and Amer- 
ica, and vast sums of silver, often more than 
a million dollars’ worth. 

From 1593 to 1815 these galleons pave 
Manila its only contact with America, 

Says Dr. Gregorio F Zaide, Filipmoa histo- 
ran: “Dive to the fury ef typhoons; officers ig- 
norm of navigation, or overloading of vessels, 
many wallleons that left Manik. were newer seen 
again. Stranded an the Japan coast in 159h, 
the gallean Sawn Felipe was lost with vist teas 
tire. Tn 1604 the richly laden San Antonio was 
lost at sea with $00 persons. Still more gal- 
leons fell into the hands of Dutch and British 
pirates,” 

Such sea dogs a8 Sir Francis Dirmpke and Sir 
‘Thomas Cavendish both preyed on this rich 
trade. Tt c written that Cavendish, alter 
sacking the Senta Ana off southerm California, 
landed his prisoners on that beach aml sailed 
for Englind with enormous wealth, canning up 
the Thames “with sai of Chinese damask anil 
silken rivwinus,”’ 
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This for 200 vears Munitla’s thes with Mex- 
ico were strong and close. All this ended 
when the walleon trade broke upin T8135. A 
few Vears later Mexico wained her independ- 


ence from Spain, and American sailing ships 


bigan to anprar in Manila Bay. 
Unele Sam's Fifth Overseas Customer 


Today, from 70 to 75-percent of Philippine 
uverseas trade is with the United States. 

Since Dewey's guns boomed, this trade hus 
multiplied many times. Now hundreds of 
trainloads of our goods move each vear to 
Atlantic, Gulf, and Pacific ports for shipment 
to Mitnila. To 1939, for the first time, the 
Philippines. became America’s filth overseas: 
customer, jumping up from eighth place In 
1958. | 

Prom these islands we get hemp, hardwood, 
sugar, copra, and other tropical products, 
There's hardly ao person in the whole United 
States who does not wash his hands with a 
soap containing Philippine coconut oll. 

What will happen to this trade after 1946 
unless Wnele Sam continues to let Philippine 
imports come inte the States duty free is a 
problem that now yrves Manila its worst head- 
ache since pirate times. 

When Taft was governor here, any pioneer 
Manila American with a share of stock to sell 
hud to write the facts on a blackbuard fas- 
tered up in front of a bank or carry the certifi- 
cate around in his pocket till he found a buyer, 

Now Manila has a stock exchange equipped 
with every up-todinte mechanical device. | It 
may be busiest long after midnight, when, be- 
cause of difference in time, the New Vork Ex- 
change is open. So swift are communications 
now that a Manila broker may call and talk 
with a New York correspondent in Jess than 
two minutes: orders have heen placed in 
Manila, coded, sent to New Vork, ancl executed 
all in- less than 12> minutes. 

In gold-boom days Manila hod three: ex- 
changes and incredible turtiover of shares. In 
1937 (says the Manila Daily Bulletin of Feb- 
jag 15, 1948), total shares traded amounted 
to about 2,850,000,000! Hut since many of 
these were quoted af o cent or less, the total 
value of this astronomical number was only 
about $79O,000,000,

Return to Alanila 
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Along the Old Silk Routes 


A Motor Caravan with Air-condinoned Trailer Retraces Ancient Roads 
from Paris across Europe and Half of Asia to Delhi

HE Great Silk Royte! What visions 
of miletong caravans. of camels laden 


with spices and af the tramping march 
of invading hordes these words conjure up! 

Stretching cast from Bevrouth or Antioch 

(Antikva) on the Mediterranean, it wis 
known to Darius before Alesuniler and to the 
Assyrians: before Darius, Imperm! Rome 
wed it as a direct means of comm nication 
with the Exst. 
By it Greek merchants, coming through 
Antioch, crossed the deserts of Mesopataniia 
(now Tragi. They paused at the mighty city 
af Baghdind before passing through the defile 
af the Zagros Mountuins 1 reach the great 
trading center of Tehran and its near-by 
Caspian ports. After putting behind them the 
deserts of eastern Persia and the two-ntile- 
high passes of the Hindu Kush, they crossed 
the Khyber and other passes to the gold and 
spices of India (map, pages 456-7). 

In the 7th century parts of this mighty 
cofavan route of the dead dist were: Lrave rect 
by the Chinese pilgrim Hstiin, Tsang, Six 
centuries later Maren Pola followed! similar 
parts of its bortwoads course, 

Chances were mide in the great land route 
from time to time aso result of new geographi- 
eal discoveries or political complications, but 
the general direction remained the same. 

Ancient Way of Spiees and Gold 

We phinned te follow with our modern

Farlt Fahey, mechanical engineer, lent to 
us by the General Motors Corporation: Larry, 
the cause of it all: and three unsuspecting 
friends, fellow passengers, shamelessly in- 
Velglod into veoman service, 

A tiny patch of blue sky showed through 

the hatch opering far above us, except when it 
was olscured by Peggy (Mrs: Thaw). From 
time to time she would peer down and ask 
whether we were eper voing to be finished.

It 
ig only five liters (1.32 gallons} a day." 

Five liters « day! and we needed almost 
2,000 liters (about 330 gallons) to fill up all 
tanks! No money; and ten people to be fed! 
Larry went into action with all sails drawing. 

Money for the pressing requirement: of 
food wis boerrawed from the General Motors 
end Standard Ol agents, who had been in- 
structed to show is every courtesy, 

All gasotine tanks were emptied into the 
wuxiliory engine tank so that our electrical 
reneritors would continue to function. The 
veal military authorities, who hid superkerler! 
the civilinn government in control of all mat- 
ters, were vigited. An ominous line of com- 
mandeered vehicles stood before the Quartier 
Genéral. 

“Mon Général,’ Larry addressed the (0). 
of the city, “we are here on schedule, in ac- 
cordance with armngements your Governnert 
has been fully aware of for many months. 
There are ten of us, and our appetites are enor- 
meus, At the rate of five liters: of essence a 
day, the war will be over before vou are rid 
of us: ane vou are apt to lind your fied Sulpe 
plies greatly diminished, Don't yeu think it 
would be wiser to give us enue fuel to ced ws 
out of the country?” 

Much telephoning to Beyrouth followed. 
How. much gatoline did we require? Well, 0 
thousuod liters (265 gallons) would get os to 
Bevrouth, A thousand liters! Name of a 
name! That would move a dozen tanks: to 
Bevrouth! Well, if the general would horror

us With a Visit-to our camp, he might see some- 
thing about the size of a cowen tanks. Much 
crumbling, but finally Larry left with the 
precious order for 1,000 liters (200 days’ ra- 
tion) of gasoline. 

Then another cull at the bank. As o great 
favor, sufficient money to buy half the gasoline 

wat forthcoming. The balance must be oab- 
toined in Lattaquie { Latokia). 

September 3 found us on our way south 
following. the direct shore route and with all 
Ideas of visiting Bnallek and ther funnies 
cities jettisoned. We had seen too many mile- 
long colomns of commandeered tricks anel 
notorcar to venture to do other than get 
through Svria as rapidly as possible, What 
if'a French general should take a fancy to our 
large trailer os field headquarters? 

As we paused at Lattaqui¢é to met the halance 
of the money and gasoline, the general mobili- 
zation orders were being posted. Pepary stood 
alongside an old French peasant woman down 
whose cheeks the tears coursed silently. They 
read the dread announcement which was 
healer! ;

Crire de Mobiteatiaon Generule 


The old wornan turned to Peagy, “Thins 
like this make sisters of us aJl,” she said, 

The day wit more than hot. The smooth, 
siraicht macadam road followed the sea, Just 
beyond Tripoll we came te a beautiful beach 
where the blue Mediterranean softly lapped 
the white sands. Pegey suggested that a swim 
might help, The water was like pew soup, 
hut we went on considerably refreshed. As 
night fell, we crept through the blacked -out 
streets of Heyrouth, and took two hours to find 
the American University (pawe 446). 

There President Bayard Dodge met us and 
permitted u4 to put our traveling home on the 
loveliest part of the campus, a-spot from which 
we had a view of the city and sea below and 
af the magnificent college buildings behind us. 


Beyrouth Made a Madhouse by War 


Beyrouth was a seething hive of troops and 
of people who wanted to be somewhere else— 
just where didn't appear to matter, Ships 
came and went, taking on ard dischariing 
staggering human cargoes. Buses thot | hae 
not already teen comumandeeredl were doing 
a tremendous business running frantic pos- 
sengers to Haifa, where there were rail con- 
nections for Cairo; or over the mountains to 
Baalbek. where the main north Tine connected 
with the Taurus Express. Thomas Cook & 
Sons office was'a madhouse, The manager 
had not been to bed in three dave. 
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We stayed only long enough to paint large 
American flags on the reife of each of our 
vehicles (the Italinn air force was expected 
inv minute) and to be age enter- 
thined by Mr, and Mrs, Ely E. Palmer, the 
American consul general ond his ‘wife, The 
dinner they gave consisted of fascinating 
Syrian dishes, all highly spiced. 

Then we set cur course ens over the moun- 
tains to Dames (Damascus). Another strong 
position with the military authorities filled all 
petrol tanks, and we started! out for the 600: 
mile-crossimg of the Syrian Desert to Baghdad, 

Not even the endless iit expuinige of sandy 
gravel could dampen our spirits. We were 
traveling due east, away from any possibility 
af the war's wrecking our plana! We even 
washed from our hencdlights the blue paint 
usec in Syria for a blackout, 

Peggy was slightly upset at not being. per- 
mitted & bath, which the appalling dust made 
a virtuitl necesitv. But our hundreal gallons 
of water were hoarded for drinking parprrses. 
Dishes were “washed” in sani. 

Two davs out from Damascus, in the middle 
of the desert, we come to the western ouppost 
at Rutba wells (page 4727)." Inside the fort 
we filled our water tank and luxuriated in hot 
sonpsuds, Four Traqian officiak—Foreign Of- 
ice, Police, Army, and Department of Educa- 
ticn—had come all the way from Baghdad to 
meet us, bringing with them a squad of Irq 
Ltesert Patrol troops in a tiachine-tun cir to 
escort ut the remaining 300 miles, 

Apparently there was tunres} among the 
Bedouin, further east, ancl two nen had iwen 
shot o few davs before. | 

Just outside Rutha the lorger trailer hit 
a terrific burp that bent the frost ole, 
Fram then on we troveled at annil's pace, 
offering a marvelous opportunity for any raad- 
ing tribes, Our foor couriers were nervous 
and inststed we pass the night within the pro- 
tective wire of o Reval Air Force camp, With 
our armed escort this seemed an. unnecessary 
nrecaution, but, feeling it would be pleasant 
to bear the English tongue again, we acceded. 


Dall Life in the Lonely Desert 


This camp consisted of three British officers 
and some JO Assyrian members of the British 
icing Who dwelt within an acre of barbed 
wire and gand-bageed machine-gun nests, 
Why the officers did not go mae from sheer 
ennut leafed ua (page 475). 

Twice a month o 70+ of 80-trock convoy 
from Palestine paused for water on the way 
to or from the hig R. ALF, camp near Bagh- 
dad. The test of the time the sole sport con- 
sisted of chasing gazelles in ancarmored car,

Slowhy we bermyaett across Lbe bridge which 
spuns the Tigris in Baghdad's heart and came 
to rest in the race-track grounds just behind 
the aie iauie booths, There, we were told, 
were the only trees that would give shade dur- 
ing the fierce heat of a September afiernocm 
(pawe 470). 

Now that we were bevond the war hazard, 
we could all relux, We started relaxing by 
nll bantls: taking o cholera inoculation, Tor 
we hact heard that there was an epidemic an 
the Tran-Afghan frontier. Such “relaxation” 
is not the way to begin. a vacation. -Adminis- 
tered! with a hypodermic that looks as i it 
came froma veterinarians bag, the shot vir- 
tually cripple the unfortunate arm. 

Since we had expressed. desire to film the 
life of the Bedouin, our four guides introducer! 
us to the Sheik af the tribe of Beni Tamim 
He was a charming best, Because he did not 
speak a word of any tongue but Arabic, con- 
versation was slightly stilted, but the tradi- 
tional hospitality of his people, with which be 
showered us, was unbounded, 


Food Enough for a Multitude 


Not only did be permit tis to browse arounel 
his camp, some 40 miles north of Baghelad, 
filming the life of his people, but he gaye a 
sumptuous lunchean in dur hore. 

About fifty guests attended, incloding the 
American Minister andl Mrs. Knabenshue; the 
Britivh Ambussactor, Sir Basil Cochrane New- 
ton: the Freach Minister, Sf. Jean Lescuyer; 
the Traqian Prime Minister, and other high 
Iranian offielals, 

We were first given an exhibition of mar- 
yelous horsemanship by several thousand of the 
Sheik’s followers (page 472). and then led to 
the large goathair tent for the inevitable coffee 
(seemingly 50 per cent sugar) that precedrs 
every business or social act in the Near East. 

While this was being consumed, the luncheon 
was laid on fine orlental. curpets in an adjnin- 
img tent, 

There were huge mounds of rice with whole 
ruasted limbs and vast areas of vegetables, all 
copiowsly curried. with stacks of pauncakelike 
bread. Tt was all delicious, and there was 
enough in sight to feed an moy9. 

Forewurned by Sir Basil that the Sheik 
wild surely offer her as a-gréat honor the 
night ¢ve of a toasted limb, and cautioned 
that she mous? eat this tidbit with all outward 
sims of gratification, Pepry had litte appetite 
bot sat pale ond anxious; awaiting the dreaded 
moment, When the time arrived, she accepterl 
the horrid object with the uimest politeness

route took us out of some bad cholerse country 
In westertti Afvhatistan, ancl we derived’ such 
consolation from this aa we could tn lumping 
south over the 700 miles of arid plateau to 
fahedan, 

The porth Baluchistan track to Quetta in- 
troduced a new hazard—soft drift sand. lt 
took us three days to man-haul our vehicles 
over 38 miles of particularly bud going, far 
in Places we had first to make os hard o 
foundation as possible with sticks cut from 
the sparse desert vegetation. 

At Nushki there was a short, but exceed- 
invly steep and narrow pass that took us the 
better part of two hours to get over ond 
necessitated! more use of our towropes. How- 
ever, a3 we dppronched Quetia we came upon 
a fine mactacdom road that made us forget our 
past Lrouiiles. 


Quetta, Where Death Strick Quickly 


Quetta, the scene of the disastrous earth- 
quake of May 31, 1955, is a city of temporary 
structures rising on the ruing that crushed 
40,000 persons to death in a few seconds. 

Despite the fact that the crescent moon 
heralded the beginning of the month of Rare. 
dan, when the Mohammedan expects to do a3 
litthe work as is necessary, we had a not incon 
siderable amount of overhauling in de on our 
vehicles, ond rounded up as many mechanics 
a5 possible, We gol sume sixteen, 

It was estimated that their combined! elorts 
did not quite equal in useful work those of 
4 single American trechanic’s helper, We 
appealed to the any, which co-operated 
nobly in the loan of men and the we of 
iis shops, In four davs we were ready for 
the rome! cgeain. 

The fine British military road that teads 
from Quetta nerth to the Afghan fronther 
ceased at Chaman. There a representative 
of the Afghan Government awaited us, and 
we entered the territory of one of the Jeast- 
known independent monarchies on earth. 

A far toad led us northwest to Kandahar, 
where we branched right and followed a valley 
throwih heent, «A most romantic old walled 
city page 483), faried the Kabul River, and 
qn wis sal fing ‘behind the jocxed 1 manntains 
which hem the capital city on every sic. 

We passed a wholly delightful week in and 
around Kall, [ts streets hod a never-ending 
fascination, Every type in the Exst could be 
seen, from the blond Russians, north of the 
Oxus, to the swarthy south Afghan {ribesman, 
nnd from the hawklike features of the Arab 
to the Mongoliin eyes of the squat inhabitants 
af Chinese “Turkistan,

The pondercis tmanch of a. line of great 
shagey Bactrian camels would be interrupted 
by the vaciierous honking of an Indian moter- 
bus. which had been intended by its Ameri- 
cin manufacturers to carry 20 passengers, but 
which never carried Jest than 40, plus high- 
piled] barteagre on the tent, 

These buses resembled stately Spanish gal- 
leone it a heavy sea as they bumped along the 
muddy streets.  Hlurses, mules, donkeys, 
Fuais, yelled women (Afghans are the Puri 
tans of Islam), heavily laden men, and men 
too proud to carry anvthing but the inevitable 
rife—all made a kaleidoscopic scene, 

Kabul was for many centuries « junction 
of the Great Sk Routes, a point where the 
main route continwed to (hina and :a branch 
dropped down te [netiz. 

We dined at the British Legation with Lieut. 
Col. Sir William Kerr Fraser-Tytler and saw 
where the Legation staff was besieged fie 
severnl weeks in 1928-9, and rescued by air- 
plines from lodia. We were invited to bring 
our equipment over to the Royal Palkice, 
where His Majesty and staff inspected it 
nunutely, 

The present monarch is in his twenties and 
has been on the throne only a few years: He 
has much interest in the mee hanization al tis 
ommy; hence the close inspection of our ne ytiip- 
ment. He andl Larry conversed in their only 
Common Longin, German. 


Post the Buddhas anf Horniuen 


Northwest of Kabul, over the 9 9 S00-fot 
Shihur Pass, we teoversed the historic rowte in 
eastern Aighiunistan connecting with Russia. 


We passed thrush the gorges of Bulola, verti- 


cul cliffs rising hundreds of feet, with barely 
room for a motorcar to squeeze between the 
ticky wall and a frozen stream. We de- 
boucbed into the wrist Barman Valley, §,500 
feel up (pages 481 and 482)." 

Plankel on one side by the snow-capped 
peaks of the Hindu Kush, the other side af 
the Bamion Valley is formed of clifflike walls. 
More than a thousand years ago this valley 
was a holy spot of Bueldhism. Hundreds of 
caves dot the cliff side, wherein dwelt Bud- 
dhist monks and their followers. Two enor- 
mous Buddhas, one about 175 feet and one-116 
jert high, are carved into the solid rock:

’ ALL the outlying “ramparts we 
watch” are tropical or semitropical.

Alaska has leaped almost overnight irom 
the Stone Age to avintion, By air is the bagi- 
cal way to travel between its widely scattered 
cities, But air transport in the far north is 
still studded with question marks, 

Winter temperatures of 60° below gero in 
some puurts of Alweles"s- interior call for new 
types of clothing and tent hangars, Surlden 
cold fogs quickly coat plane wings with ice. 
Spongy tundra makes landing fields expensive 
and difficult to build, Metal bamb sinhits, 
machine guns, and plane controls need special 
adjustments in the intense cold. The Rus- 
sians and the Finns faced some of these prob- 
lems last winter, but Aluska presents many of 
tts. OrwTh, 

sean the United States bought Alaska for 

200,000 in 1467, litth: money hos been spent 
oH its defense, Little was needed until the 
airplane proved that the air route of the future 
between the Orient and the Americas would 
follow the great circle via Alaska, 

In recent months ships, men, plines, guns, 
and other materinis of war haye been rushed 
north to. strengthen this strategic outpost, 
Runways god hangars ore boing built. Tent 
tities have sprung up, Weather stations and 
lencin points are being erected, and harbors 
dredged. New land and naval bases in con- 
struction dot the map of Uncle Sam's northem- 
most domain, 

Almost as much money is being spent on the 
wr defenses of Parrbanks alone as the entire 
purchase price of Alaska. Altogether, more 
than 325,000,000 has been | appropriated ior 
Army and Navy works in the ‘Territory.

Following an Air Corps Trail 


As we landed on the long two-way strip of 
the commercial field, the citizens of Fairbanks 
come up to. greet us, For me it was a happy 
reunion with those who hac weleomed an expe- 
dition of ten Army bombers. 1 led to Alaska 
in 1934, following the air Bes blazed by the 
Ariny Air orps in [920.5 Then we mapped 
i larce portion of Alaska and spent several 
weeks in Fairbanks. 

The city at midnight was still light as day, 
for the sun had set but an hour before. Tt 
wis merely behind the Arctic Circle and re- 
appeared within.an hour, Street lights are nol 
turned on in the summer time in Fuirhanks, 
There is no need. 

We had spent only a few hours in Alaska 
before it was evident that it & one thing to 
decide that cational defense requires air bases 
up near the Arctic Circle, with air units sta- 
toned there, anel quite another. ti accomplish 
these results.

Alaska Brews Weather for the States 

When these weather stations are occupied 
this fall, their equipment installed, and their 
upper air soundings coming in, we shall have

Much “flying weather” down in the States 
originates up Alaska way. New stations for 
charting upper air currents and teniperaturcs 
will help to indicate what weather will descend 
upon us in the Temperate Zone and when it 
will come. 

We studied the broad aspects of the sir- 
defense aystem in Aleska, comparing map and 
ernound and noting how our bases co-ordinate 
with the Navy's stations at Sitka and Kodiak.

Our 
hosts and guides were Dr, John Sutherkend and 
E. B. Collins, two sourdoughs and proud of 
it, who came down from the Klondike in 1904, 

We drove through the chilly morning slong 
the Richardson Highway, which leads from 
Fairbanks sauth to Valdez, a little more than 
410 miles, This is the longest motor road in 
Alaska. 

As our highway trailed the Tanana, our host 
told us toles of this treacherous stream in the 
early days, and how if one fell overboard his 
clothing would be so filled with <ilt within o 
few munities that he would sink. The Tanano

has been flowing from glaciers for centuries, 
and the mills of the gods have been grinding 
grent stones to a granite dust finer than gun- 
powder and depositing it in the stream. 
Moter Road< Supplant Dog Trails 
Every few miles, as we followed the wining

wut guides told us; were roadhouses where 
trapper or prospector tested his dog teams at 
mealtime or for the night. . | 

“Mary's” isa log roadhouse at Bij Delta, 
on the Tanana, built to serve not only old- 
timers hut also motorists. There is no bridge 
across the Tanana where the Delta River 
flows into this. stream, and automobiles must 
crass on a crode calle tram, or flying ferry. 

Mary Hansen was bor of Ttalian parents in 
Alaska, Last winter she decided tu go te the 
heenital in’ Fairbanks, as it was but a few 
weeks until her mfant was to be born, She 
hitched her dow teem to a shed made by her 
husband and in two days mushed alone the 
Of miles over the frowen crust of a 4-foot 
cniw to the hospital in Fairbanks, | 

A month later, when her infant daughter 
was two weeks oli], she wrapped the child in 
furs, placed her on ashed, and again drove the 
team of six huskies back to her home by the 
ferry. | 3 

Every year Mary enters her dog team in the 
races for the championship of the northwest, 
finishing well up among the ablest of her male 
Competifors. 

Bert, her hashand, is a clever Scandinavian 
who has sailed the seven seus, He finally 
drifted out of Bering Sea up the Yukon and 
the Tanana to jo Mary, and to build the 
roadhouse by the ferry. 

As the sun climbed over the crest of Mount 
McKinley, highest point on the North Amer- 
ican Continent, we dr canoes inte the 
murky waters of the Tanana and headed wp- 
st ricam. 

The sun was bot and the glare and heat 
reminded us of a summer dav back home, 
The fir'and birch forests which lined the banks 
were unmarked by ox or saw. 


W iiy Carl “Settled Down" 


In the afternoon we paddled around a great 
bend amd our host said, “Now we are coming 
to Curl’s cabin.” A tall, heavy, hairy-chested 
trapper was standing by the river, ready (0 
pull cur canoes to shore, We exchanged. greet- 
inys and o cold bottle of beer for a glass of his 
spring water.

Tn the summer planes land on the few. fields 
or sand bars on wheels, or on the many lakes 
and rivers on pontoons, In the winter all 
pines land on skis.

On our way down the Tanana River ane 
away from some of the finest ‘gravling fishing 
in the world, we passed a gold mine: At the 
top of a 74-foot shaft, we could see the tiie 
huckets of sand ond gravel ond rock coming 
up aad eine dumper! high on the scaffold.

Not always has Barranquilla been a sea- 
port: only recently have deepoirait vessels 
heen able to come the seven miles iwpstream 
from the mouth of the Mayelaleni ta the city 
itselit, Big sandbars at the river mouth: origi- 
nally prevented the entry of ocean-eoing 
steamers, The building of jettles, aided by 
a submarine landslide that helpfully low- 
ered the bottom, has ¢nublerd large ships of 
several lines to make Barranquilla a port of 
coll since 1935, 

Steam navigation of the Magdalein was 
attempted as long ago os 1425, avd an. ever- 
increasing feet of paddie-wheelers has curried 
passengers ant freight between Harranquilla 
and upstream ports. ‘The twin-stacked stern- 
wheelers, reminiscent of Mark Twain days on 
the Miksizeinpi, ire made in the United States, 
shipped piecemen! to Colombia, and ress- 
seTubled on the banks of the Magdalena (Color 
Mites TT and XI).

Five (lear Days « Year in Bogota 


Most of the days were cloudy while | was 
in the Colombian capital (July and August). 
At nicht and in the early morning it wae 
usually so cold that men wore short woolen 
Foon, of ponchos, ower their bisimess suits. 
As the day progressed, the corners of these 
woolen squares draped over the shoulders 
were thrown Back, until finally the rising sun 
made them unnecessary (page 308). 

In the hope of observing the forthcoming 
nppesiion of the planet Murs, T called on Dr- 
Alvarez, director of the National Observatory 
in Bogeta., For some weeks price to the 27th 
of July (1929) the red planet had been jerow- 
ing steadily larger, until a few nights before 
it wits at Its nearest point it shone like a newly 
minted copper cent throwch the occasional rifts 
in Bogeta's cloud canopy. 

But Dr. Alvarez soon disillusioned me. ‘My 
dear fellow,” he said, “for over ten years | 
have kept records of daily weather observa- 
tans. According to these tables Bogor has 
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on the average only five completely cloudless:

Cur work 
consists mainty of weather observations and

Throughiwt the world there are seyernl 
shrine-lipped hills called Monserrate, Bo- 
gil hus.one with a funicular railway that 
runs to the top, When the car emerged from 
the rock tunnel through which jt goes for the 
last part of the ascent, T looked down om the 
sta of clouds that completely hid the city. Hy 
the time | had, climbed puffing to the observay- 
tion platform near the church, most of the 
clouds had rolled on across the plain, 

From this point, about a thousand feet 
theve the city, Hogota spreads out, a white 
and ocher checkerbourd, flat except for the 
upthrast oblongs of the business ornter (Mate 
- The city is regularly laid aut in 
stright avenues and streets, Only the main 
Avenida Jiménez de (Quesada ombles crovik- 
edly down through the business center. This 
avenue, nanied for the man who founded Bo- 
uth in 1538, is being extended and widened 
so that it will be the principal thoroughfare, 

From that height Bogota gleamed in the 
sun, silent except for an occasional {aint aute- 
mobile bern hlast and the barking of dogs. 

Beyond the city the flat green plain 
stretched to where clouds and distant moun- 
iin peaks met. A fellow contemplator pointed 
out the harely visible snow-lnden summits of 
peaks in the Central Cordithera 

“Vou are lucky to get o logk at them,” he 
suid.

Parks as Open-air Study Halls 


In the main Plaza de Bolivar, down im the 
city, T watched university men studying on 
the broad terrace of the classic-porticoed Na- 
tional Capitol, Four or five of them walked 
slowly back and forth, reading with moving 
lips the open books they carried, In Vene- 
zueli, too, [ hid seen much outdoor studying, 
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Hail Colambia ! 


There littl groups of students gathered at 
night in the public parks or plazas and studied 
and argued until long after midnight. 

So intellectually awake are the bogotanes 
antl sa numerous their instititions of learning 
that the city has been called an American 
Athens. One volume: presented to me by the 
reference library of the City Hall ts a lavish 
priduction which traces the growth of the city 
from its founding in 1538 hy Jimenez. de 
Quesuda to the prevent metropolis. of more 
than 430.000 Inhabitonts. 

At the Botanical Tnatitute in the University 
City, specimens of Colombian plants fliurish 
in hothouses and outdoor plots, Beside a pool 
stands a pedestal surmounted by a bust of 
Jusé Celestino Mutis, eminent Spanish bota- 
nist. who devoted the erealer part of his life 
to Colombian research, On its base are the 
weres cf Linnaeus, “Lomeartal name that ne 
age will erase.” A trailing clematis named for 
the botanist winds about the hase of the image, 

Pending the founding of a similar institute 

“to study the fauna of Colombia.” an exhibit 
of live and mounted birds und animals is also 
hoe in the Hotanicnl Institute. Dainty 
deer in one enclosure reminded me of a-similar 
type called “small wrist" in Yucutan. 


How King Vultures Got Their Name 


From a. large glass cage, eagles, huowks, and 
other predatory birds stare al visitors; In 
dignified isolation in one corner of the cage 
perched a great eniy-and-white-plumaged wul- 
ture, | White-rimmed eves in a predominantly 
reii-orange head gave this fellow a particu- 
larly cold and ferocious look (Plate XT), 

“That ts the king vulture,” the stafi orpi- 
thelagist told tr. 

“Nat the bird about which I have heord so 
many old wives’ tales?” TL asked. 

“The same,” the man replied with a laugh. 
“Vou mean, | suppose, the stories about his 
being the ruler of all the vultures, andl of his 
holding court In remate places. 

“Such stories are probably true. The 
sruuller birds: are no doubt feeding on some- 
thing when the big one arrives, Since birds 
will usually erve a wide berth to larger ones 
of the =ume type, the buzzards all withdraw 
when the king bird comes. But, being buc- 
gards and by nature patient, they probably 
sit around in a circle respectiully waiting for 
the king vulture to finish."

Emeralds Worth More Thon Diamonds 


Emeralds are the most valued gems in the 
world, ard the best emeralds come from Co- 
lombia. The richest emerald deposits in Co- 
lombia are those of the Muzo area about 75 
miles north of Bageta. 

In jewelry shops of the capital T saw gems 
from these mines. The best ones are of a 
limp grass-yreen and look like crystallized 
chlorophyll. Examining several large stones 
closely, [ noticed rayed cracks andl fliws. 

“Few emeralds are perfect,” the jeweler 
said, “When they are fawless—if they are 
also of good celor—they may be worth from 
three to five times 2s much as a diamond of 
corresponding size.” 

He explained that when the crystals are 
taken from the mine they are comparatively 
soit, fut that they harden on exposure to air. 
During the hardening process, cracks may: 
and usually do—develop. T saw later some 
imitation emeralds so cleverly fashioned that 
even the typical branching Haw had been care- 
fully reproducect, 

When | asked ta see an wicut emerald, the 
jeweler said that no one is allowed to possess 
an uncut stone, The Government hos a 
monopaly on the mining, cutting, ane murket- 
ing of all Colombian emeralds_ 


Medellin, Colombia's (Chicago 


Northwest of Bogoth is Medellin, the smc- 
ond largest city of the Republic. Flying-there 
from the capital, T crossed again the broad 
Magdalena and flew over the Central Cordil- 
lera, highest of the three Andean branches 
that run through Colombia like the porengs 
of a trident. 

Medellin ties in a valley several thousand 
feet lower than the plateau of Boeota and 
therefore bas a much warmer climate. Here T 
found a commercially advanced city of about 
170,000, eared to the brisk pace of northern 
business (Plates VI and Xi}. The city is the 
capital of Antioquia, one of Colombia's 14 
Departments, 

Colombia is exceeded] only by Brazil in the 
ameunt of coffee exported, End much Colom- 
bian coffee is grown in the Department of 
Antioquin, The grentest wealth of the De- 
partment, however, lies in its mineral deposits, 
particularly gold. 
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At Medellin is. the Casa ce Morera, a te- 
fining and assay office where the yellow metal 
if cast into bars of different degrees of finenéss 
(Plate XTIT). In one room girls were testing 
shavings drilled out of each ingot to check the 
degree of purity of the gold. The director ex- 
plained that the variation of color in the: bars 
wis due to the amount of other metal present, 

“Those long bars with the orange cast eon- 
tain copper: the light vellow ones are allover 
with silver. Generally speaking, the lighter 
the color the purer the gold.” 

Gold from certain districts may have its 
typical color, too, and experts at the Casa de 
Moneda could tell at o glance from what 
region a sample of natural gold hacl come. 

When a million peror in gold bars were 
stacked up in the courtvard for me to photo 
graph, it was done so casually that | asked 
the director if there was not seme means of 
protection against theft. He smiled: 

“Lift one of those bars and vou'll see why 
we don't have to be too coreful with gold in 
this form,” be anid, 

“We do keep gold in coin and dust here, 
though, and at night we loose several big cengs 
in the qourtyard,” 

Some of the gold! coins he showed me were 
Spanish pieces from colonial times: there were 


so old English anc United States coins, 
Orchids to U.S, A. by Plane 


Like Venezuela, Colombia ts rich in orchids, 
Hundreds of species are found throughout the 
Republic. One kind, Cottleve trianae, blooms 
around Christm and, because of the heavy 
demand for cot flowers of that time, is ex- 
ported in quantities to the United States. 

At the suburban home of Sefior Rausch of 
Medellin gtiw some 30,000 orchid plants. 
Rausch began orchid cultivation as a hobby: 
his collection soon grew oso big that he was 
practically forced inte comnerciniixation. 
Unlike most of his colleagues in the orchid 
exporting liusiness, however, Rausch sends 
out cut Mowers by air to the United States, 
instead of the actual plants (Plate 11). 

“They. leave bere on Saturday by Pan 
American Airways: that afternoun they are 
in Panoma and the next day they arrive in 
the United! States," Rausch snid., 

As we drove back to Medellin from the 
orchid warden, we passed through the suburban 
town nf Envigade, 

“This town is neted throughout the region 
for ite fecundity,” Rawich remarked, ‘Big 
families ore common here. They sav the fer- 
tility of the inhabitants comes from some 
miraculous power in the waters of the stream 
that flows through the town,” 
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Notable even in Envigado was one family 
of 34 children, all of the same father and 
mother. Thirty-two of these were boys and 
of the lot there were eight pairs of twins! 

All about Medellin graze white cattle of a 
loco!) treed known. ao “block ear,” for the ear 
Hione 1s black, Driving over roads around 
Medellin after dark, | wishal that the bree 
coukl be imported inf or own Southwest,

In the Medellin cottl: market mast men 
carried or wore leather pouches on straps. 
With the countryman, the pouch takes the 
place of pockets. It is about os Lirge as 
a woman's handbag, has several compart- 
ments, avd is worn slung over the sheulder, 
The outside flap is usually covered with aoft 
brown nutria fur, 


Machine-tnade Coffee in Cali 


From Medellin I flew south, down the long 
valley of the Couca River to Call, This city 
of 102,000 is connected with Buenaventura, 
on the Paciiic coast, by railroad and autome- 
hile read, though the latter has a break in it 
that must be bridged on a train. 

Hi Medellin had been industrious and active 
in o business sense, it certainly was quiet after 
dark. But here in Cali | found again crowded 
cafes and flowing street Tie as in Bogota. 

In a Cali café was the latest model of a 
coffee-making urn imported irom Italy. About 
ten feet long and all shining chromium, with 
about adosen nozzlesund spouts, the machine 
does everything but grow the coffee jt brews. 
The whole contrivance iy appropriately sur- 
mounted by a spread-winged metul eagle that 
looks fiercely down on the customers consum- 
ing its potent brew. 

While having black onfiee in a Cali café 
eariy one morning | felt several earth tremors. 
These reminded me that 7 was entering « re- 
fion af volcanic petivity. Southward, near 
Popayan, is a volcano that erupts regularly, 
throwing ash and pumice over the surround: 
Ing countryside. 

Popayan, founded in 1336 by the Spaniard 
Sebastiin de Henalcixar, is a ctv of high 
cultural tradition, Its Cauca University has 
predivecd writers, painters, and statesmen of 
Colombian, Several presidents of the Republic 
have come from Popay:in, 

Though the city has pow Jost much of its 
colonial magnificence. it remains a quiet, 
leisurely retreat for men of letters, particularly 
finned (Plates XIV, XV, and XVI}. 

Poets and Hess: are the two most celebrated 
products of Popayin today. Though the popu- 
lation of the capital of the Cauca Department 
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right of December the crown was 
the Virgin's head, and the figure, 
a rich mantle, was. carried in procession on 
the shoulders of selected members of the 
brother hoc, 

“In the last years some of the magnificence 
Of the religious festivals his. begun to pass 
away. Some time ago. my husband, feeling 
that money from sale of the crown could be 
weed in charitable works in Popayan, Beano 
permission from the Pope to sell the crown. 
After some negotigtion the crown was sold 
und sent te the United States,” 

Later T went to the Cathetral of Popavan 
and saw the image of the Virgin in the store- 
room. of the church. Tt was ae the old books 
(ieseribe it, “on a globe of earth and sur- 
rounded by a hale of hamtiered silver.” The 
figure hes o thunderbolt in one hand sine! 
ut the serpent of temptation beneath its feet. 

At the gold-refining and assay office of 
Hernan Lipes in Popaydn I ‘watched Indians 
from the back country bring in glass yinls of 
small nugeets and gold dust. Ladpes would 
scrutinize the gold, feel of it, wewh it, and 
pay the man the current price for metal of 
that weight and purity. IT wondered how he 
could tel] haw fine the gold was, merely by 
looking at it, 

“By the color ane feel," Lopes said. “After 
long experience, vou can estimate the purity 
of gold sumples to within a fraction of a 
Carat. 

“Not all the gold that comes in here is 
newly panned or mined,’ the metallurmist 
sald, ahirwing mc Curiously worked nose rings 
and lurttons, frogs, liaarcds, and other objects. 

“These come from ancient Indian graves. 
They found one grave not far from here a 
couple of years ago that had more than three 
hundred litte gold frags in it." 

T was surprised to find that most of this 
is bowcht at bullion value and melted down. 
Much of such ancient gold is very pure, though 
often artifucts are found which are made of 
a hvwvrade alloy of gold with a high copper 
saibenk 

Still more common are small barbless gold 
fishhooks, Dredges bring them up from river 
bottoms by the sowre, Remarkably, they are 
not soft and pliable, as gold usually is, but 
have a springy temper, probably imparted by 
hurimering, 

Through Sefior Lépes 1 met Maestro Gui- 
ermo Valencia, Colombia's eminent man of 
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letters. I asked him why one of the titles 
given to Popaydn is “The Tomb of Don 
Quixote.” 


“Becaise we of this cliv ire heirs to the 
idealism and eccentricities of the kniht,” he

replied, “Why, 1 myself am of Quixote's 
family, Look, here is the coat of arms of my 
mothers family. You see at the bottom the 
family name Quijano, Does not Cervantes 
sy in the opening paragraphs of his book 
that the mad Don was culled Quixote, but 
actially came of the Quijana family of Lo 
Mancha? ‘The surnames are similar enough 
to imply a distant cennection, at least.” 

Not unlike some exploits of the eenentric 
lnigbt was o story of a local character known 
—f wonder why?—as “The Customer.” FE] 
CHente, though a university eraduate, of goad 
family, and well versed in the classics und law, 
is noted for-stunts that would do credit to a 
college fraternity initiation committee.

As Towalked in the deserted] Plaza de Coldas 
lute the Inst night of my stay in Popayan, two 
heavy reports shook the city, I turned a 
comer just in time to see w ruddy incandescence 
stream out of Muracé, the volcano that over- 
looks the valley. For more than a minute 
the rel glare lasted and then slowly faded. 
Almost imperceptibly a fine ash began to 
fall, and soon the street was covered with a 
gray layer of grit that crunched underiuat. 

“Tt is nothing,” said aman who had come 
out to watch, “Puracé always expliwies be- 
fore a change of weather,” 

In the plaza the erway Were vray with 
ash in the moonlight, and in the shadow of 
the tower of the heer clock: a man 
mounted his horse and rode off over the 
echoing asphalt. 

Thowgh the airplanes of the age of speed 
now follow Colombia's deep-cutting rivers and 
cross Its specticular cordilleras, many 4 scene

“RR vent Dipodomys! What in the 
& world does that mean?” exclaim city 
‘% visitors when they notice the sign 
swinging from the porch of my California 
desert hom: 

“Wait tll sunset,” I tell them, “and you'll 
fired) out." 

Later, when the Bullion fountains, off to 
the north, turn pink and purple in the setting 
sun, I scatter handfuls of wheat on the porch 
and in the sand. Soon there come bouncing 
toward ws, from all directions, small furry 
animals with lang, tufted tatls, hopping alone 
on their hind legs like miniature kongarons, 

These are my kangareo tats. They have 
been coming to me for food ever since I pitched 
my tent here thirteen vears.ago. ‘Their acien- 
tific name is Dipedomys: deserti deserti. Be- 
cause they have been my constant—and often 
my only—-companions all this time, 1 named 
the ranch in their honor. 

Neither mat nor kangaroo is “Dipo,” but a 
relative of the pocket gophers, and the most 
beautiful, interesting, and lovable of all my 
desert neighbors, 


Wanderers of the Night 


‘The genus inhubits the desert and semi-arid 
regions of Nerth America, particularly svuth- 
western United States and northern Mexico. 
However, one may take many Jeng trips to 
the desert without. coming in contact with it, 
for Dipo is abroad only at night. 

A. few evenings after establishing residence 
on my homestead entry ear the oassie of 
Twentynine Pulms, abowt 130 miles (150 by 
motor) east of Los Angeles, T noticed several 
strange little animals searching for food in 
front of my tent. Theit fur was light tan of 
sand-colored -abve, pure white beneath, I 
threw wut some bread, which they immediately 
accepted, and within half-an hour they were 
taking it from wry lane, 


This was my introduction ta these Tittle 


leaping balls of fur, and association with them 
has turned out to be profitable as well as pleas- 
unt. The tent hos evalved into a guest ranch, 
since T have become kaown as “the man who 
has the kangaroo rats," ane numerous visitors 
come here from cities alony the Pacific coast.

“How are they pickine up the grain?” in- 

varinbly: ask my euests,

to the ground when gathering food, that the

Tipo dees not eat when collecting grain, 
hut stows it in his cheek pouches to tuke to 
his burrow, These fur-lined pouches are out- 
side the mouth, What he curries home each 
trip would make me a generous portion of 
puffed wheat. 

[soon learned that he prefers wheat to any- 
thing else. He also prefers, once he has lost 
his timidity, to gather it from my hand, where 
he can stoop it inte the pouches instead of 
picking it up grain by grain from. the porch. 

Tf T shiwly raise my hand, he will hop onto 
it and T can feel his forefeet tickling oy polio 
as he gets the lost few grains from between 
my fingers. The pouches gradually expanel 
until the head appeurs twice its normal size. 
When Dipo has a full cargo aboard he looks 
wif he bad a bed case of mumps (page 539). 

The broad head is: joined directly te the 
holy, without visible neck. Dipe must move 
his whole body when he wants to look in a 
different direction. 

“They sonet around like mechanical toys,” 
my guests tell me, watching them erritically 
moving about gathering grain. 

Ont evening | offered ¢ whole slice of bread 
to ohe of my pets which T had enticed into 
the cabin. How to carry this home was a prob. 
lem. Finwly, getting it balanced up in the 
air, holding it with teeth and forefert, he made 
for the door, hopping along erect on his toes. 
But he forgit the threshold, Tripping, he 
sprawled bead over heels out onto the porch, 
dropping the bread, He persisted, however, 
and finally get the unwieldy load to his home, 

Te obtain their share of the supply af food 
on the porch, those living farthest from the 
cabin dash away five to ten yards, diy a 
amall hole, empty the pouches into it, cover 
the grain, and hop back for more, There 
reiains the rest. of the night te collect this 
cached food and take it to the burrow.

A Camel Would Be Envious 


D. ad. deverti is a purely desert species, and 
has riba traits and characterigtics pos- 
sessed ly few other members of the venus. 
His ability to yo without water would make 
a camel shudder—for Dipo doesn't drink at 
all, He doesn't even seem to know what water 
is when T offer it to him. 

During a two-vear drought at ‘Twentynine 
Palms, the osual spring plants ond flowers did 
no, appear. Desert growth became parched, 
The creosote bush, normally green, turned 
brown. Antelope chipmunks, gophers, jack 
rabbits, foxes, and coyotes disappeared almost 
entirely from) my telghborhood, But Dipo 
Wis always here to spend the evening with me. 

His menu, whether obtained from me or by 
foraving over the desert, consisted of chy ma- 
letial, There was not even & drop of dew. 

Kangaroo fats are seldom found at: the 
Twentynine Palme ossis, where water comes 
naturally to the:-surface ond where there [s 
considerable deciduows growth besicles the 

palms. How do they exist without moisture? 
W ater for bodily needs is obtained through 
their divestive processes, belne created inter- 
holly by oxidation af airtiry stirchy fodds- 

Some species of the tiny picket mice, be- 
longing to the same family as Dipocdomvys, can 
also live without water. IT occasionally find, 
here at my cabin, the silky pocket mouse, one 
of the smallest mammals in the worl: 

The antelope chipmunk, Anemos permophilus 
lencurws, really a small ground squirrel, is toy 
daytime friend and Dipo's closest neighbor, 
He lives under the same conditions, but thor- 
cughiv enjoys moist food and drinks freely in 
the summer If water is availuile, He woes 
Dipo’s burrow to bide from me, and isnot wel- 
come, J 'm sure. Onice [saw one shoot out and 
dash for home os if scared to death. 

Later | learned that 2. df. deserti has the 
chipmunk thoteughly hluffed, | discoverer! 
this while feeding a Dipo on one of the rare 
occasions when T have seen ope away from 
his burrow by day. A. chipmunk tried to 
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“muscle in” on the bread and was sent flying. 

One thing that Dipo and the chipmunk share 
in common is the creosote bush, which grows 

profusely in this valley. When foraging over 
the desert. they hop and scurry from one bush 
to another, stopping each time to reconnoiter, 
A swooping hawk cannot penetrate the thick 
growth af stiff, harsh stalks, and the little ani- 
mals at the base of the bush ate safe from 
the rush of a fox or a coyote (page 546). 

Once T toak a Dipo to Pasadena, and kept 
him in my fiving room, but in these un- 
natural surroundings he soon became bedrag- 
gied, as if his fur were oily, 

I was mystified when [ first saw him shov- 
ing himself back oid forth on my perlectly 
good rug. Then | recalled that Dipo bathes 
in the sand. Every evening, particularly in 
het weather, my pets emerge from the bur- 
row, Play about, and enjoy a sand bath, This 
ablution retvieves pry excess Of wn oil which 
is secreted apparently to dress the fur against 
its dry, dusty surroundings. 

On my next week-end trip, I brought back 
for Lipa n curton of the good old desert sand. 
When f placed him in it, he immediately 
stretched Gut and rubbed hinself back andl 
forth with all the enthusiasm of a small boy 
plunging into a cool swimming bole after a 
week of hot weather, Within a day or two his 
fur was feain clean and sleck. 

Tt would be fascinating to play with the 
young kangaroo rats, but uwifortunately they 
do not appear above ground until they are 
mature. They can be identified by darker, 
seeker fur, particulurk: as they are most 
numerous when the adults are molting. 

Only once have | been favored with the 
sigtiit of half-grown youngsters: Investigating 
4 queer sound one summer day, | discovered 
two oon the surface af a bortew. They were 
too Clumsy and weak to move rapidly, sa I 
easily picked them up—at a creosote bush, 
of course, They wouldn't eat or gather food, 
and continually kept up their puppylike cry, 
When placed at an entrance of the burrow, 
they immediately entered, still complaining, 

Shortly afterward | found a snake near the 
burrow, and 7 conchwied that the mother, 
aware of this menace, bad been moving her 
young and they had gotten out of ponitrol.
